BELFAST, Northern Ireland (UPI). 
— A gunman shot and wounded 
8 British soldier on foot patrol] in 
the predominantly Roman Catholic 
Ardoyne district of the capital yes- 
terday, a spokesman said.

EDITOR ATTACKS ‘JUDAICA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Slr, — Despite my protests and 
the apologies of Keter, the pub- 
lishers of the “Encyclopaedia Ju- 
daica” and thelr reassurances 
(whlch can ‘be documented), articles 
in “Bible” were sent to press with- 
out belng submitted to me, as edi- 
tor of the division “Bible,” and 
without a doubt important changes 
have been made subsequently in 
who knows how many that were 
submitted to me. In fact my own 
articles were vandalized. For ex- 
ample: On one of the visits of Ke- 
ter’s Managing Director, Mr. Yitz- 
hak Rischin, to New York, it ac- 
curred to me to remark that I was 
surprised that at that late date I 
had not yet received efther proofs 
or edited copies of among others 
two of my major articles in early 
letters of the alphabet, namely, Da- 
niel and Ecclesiastes. The substance 
of the cool reply (there is patu- 
rally no stenographic record) was, 


“We assume that any article by a ἢ 


senior editor is ready for the press, 
and the volumes have already ‘been 
run off.” Not without difficulty and 
delays, I obtained photocopies of 
what those two articles of “mine” 
look like in print.

In addition, somebody 
who could have been the original 
“translator and improver” of Shake- 
speare’s “Hamlet” has changed my 
transliteration of the Hebrew root 
milk to mikh so that people may 
not know what I am talking about, 
has created two monstrosities which 
I can only describe as non-sentences, 
has improved my method of citing 
my own works so as to represent 
me as misspelling my own name, 
and has at the end cut out 8 re- 
ference to the appropriate item of 
bibliography so as to make me seem 
to wind up with a sweeping un- 
supported statement. . _

The slowdown in 
the rate of increase was felt io 
Judea and Samaria, where output 
grew by 22 per cent in 1969 and 
only 9 per cent in 1970. 

Apart from the labour shortage, 
there was a drop of 10 per cent in 
the West Bank’s farm production, 
caused by unfavourable weather 
conditions. Output of fruit and 
vegetables continued to grow, by 
18 per cent (due largely to im- 
proved cultivation methods), and 
livestock by 6 per cunt. But cereals 
and pulses fell by almost 2 quar- 
ter, melons by nearly 40 per cent;

ROAD BLOCKS 


At five places in the Haifa area 
with large orthodox populations, 
children put up road blocks which 
the police removed as soon as they 
were reported. 

In Tiberias several people were 
taken ill, despite the relatively cool 
weather. There was one case of 
fainting. Synagogues were full, with 
many tourists joining local wor- 
shippers. 

In Netanya, a number of bathers, 
mainly foreiga tourists, attended 
the beaches despite the absence of 
lifeguards. Christian tourists in the 
town’s hotels had to make do with 
cold meals prepared In advance by 
the staff. Many visitors, entering 
into the spirit of the thing, volun- 
teered to wash their own dishes. 

Some 100 persons attended reform 
services in Beersheba's Belt Yatziv. 
Most of the worshippers were young 
Israelis, Ashkenazim and Sephar- 
dim, with a sprinkling of American 
settlers and tourists. 

Within an hour of the end of 
Yom Kippur, the sound of hammer- 
ing could be heard from religious 
homes throughout the country as 
families made a start at building 
their succot. The custom is to be- 
gin the “clean page” after tke Day 
of Atonement with a mitzva — 
building the succah.
